MORMUGAO PORT EMPLOYEES (ACCEPTANCE OF EMPLOYMENT AFTER RETIREMENT) 

(AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS 1997 

In exercise of the powers conferred undei the Section 28 read with Section 124(1) & (2) of Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 
of 1963), the Board of Trustees for the Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the Mormugao 
Port Employees (Acceptance of employment after Retirement) Regulations, 1970 viz: 

1. (1) Short Title and commencement: These regulations may be called the Mormugao Port Employees (Acceptance of 
employment after retirement) (Amendment) Regulations 1997. 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date on which the approval of the Central Government is published in the Gazette 


of India. 
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2. (a) Amendment to Regulation 2: Substitute the words "Chairman in respect of employees of the Board drawing a salary 
of less than Rs. 1,000/- exclusive of allowances and all other cases the Board," appearing in clause (b) of Regulation 2 by the words 

"Board in respect of Heads of Departments and in all other cases, Chairman". Approval for accepting employment after 
retirement in respect of Chairman and Deputy Chairman can be given only with the permission of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

(b) Introduce the following as new clause (e) to the Regulation 2: 

"Pensioner means a Class I employee who has retired from Board's service whether governed by Pension & Gratuity 
Regulations or the Contributory Provident Fund Scheme of the Board." 

3, (a) Introduce the following as Regulation 3: 

3. APPLICATION 

"These Regulations shall apply to all employees who are/were holding Class 1 post under the Board immediately before 
retirement from Board's service." 

(b) (Renumber the existing Regulation "3" as Regulation "4"). 

4. Amendment to Regulation 3. Add "/Pensioner" after the words "If an employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (1) of 
Regulation 3. 

5. Delete the words "or during refused leave" appearing between "retirement" and "shall not be" appearing in proviso of 
Sub-Regulation (1) of Regulation 3. 

6. Add "/Pensioner" after the words "an employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (2) of Regulation 3. 

7. Add "/Pensioner" after the words "an employee" and employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (4) of Regulation 3. 

8. Add "/Pensioner" after the words "an employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (5) of Regulation 3. 

9. Add "/Pensioner" after the word "employee" appearing twice in Clause (c) of Sub-Regulation (5) of Regulation 3. 

10. Substitute the word "contract" appearing in Clause (d) of Sub-Regulation (5) of Regulation 3 with the word "contact". 

11. Introduce the following as proviso under Sub-Regulation (8) of Regulation 3. 

"Provided that in any case where defective or in sufficient information is furnished by the applicant and it becomes 
necessary to seek further clarifications and/or information from him, the period of sixty days shall be counted from the 
date on which the defects have been removed and/or complete information has been furnished by the applicant." 

12. Add "/Pensioner" after the word "employee" appearing in the proviso of Sub-Regulation (9) of Regulation 3. 

13. Substitute the word "employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (10) of Regulation 3 with the word "Pensioner". 

14. Delete the words "for the period during which he is so employed or" and "longer" appearing in clause (i) of Sub- 
Regulation (10) of Regulation 3. 

15. Substitute the word "employee" appearing in the Proviso of Sub-Regulation (10) of Regulation 3 with the word "Pen¬ 
sioner". 

16. Substitute the word "employee" appearing in Clause (i) and (ii) of the proviso of Sub-Regulation 10 of Regulation 3 
with the word "Pensioner". 

17. Add "/Pensioner" after the word "employee" appearing in Sub-Regulation (11) of Regulation 3. 

18. Introduce the following words "central or state" in between the words "by the" and "Government" appearing in Clause 
(a) (i) of Sub-Regulation (12) of Regulation 3.
